Because of unusually deep snow, 
continued storms und the late spring 
the supply of feed In most of the re- 
gions has been practically exhausted. 
Hay is now selling at |20 to $40 a 
ton and it is almost impossible to get 
It even at tticso prices. 


The loss of sheep In Wyoming. Mon- 


tana,.Idaho. Utah, and iVevado will, It 
Is feared, ho unusually heavy. Well 
posted xtuckmcn estimate that it may 
reach M per cent. It Is stated that tho 
iheop are Koncrnlly in poor condition 
inrt many 
cj( the bands which came 


-hroiigh the winter without losses aro 
low lieglnnini; lo suffer. A light lamb 
ind wnol crop Is anticipated for tho 
whole Itucky .Mountain region.

federal food commission with power to fix prices and to super- 
vise the marketing and distribution of food in the United 
States during the war. 


The meeting was called for flie, purpose of aiding the ad- 


ministration in solving one of (he most serious problems i n j 


: 
the conduct of the war. It is understood by all that until the 
war is over this country must'not only feed its own people, 
but do everything possible toward feeding the nations with 
which it is now in alliance, and that this fact creates a condi- 
tion which demands the most careful attention of the govern- 
ment, the farmers and all of-the-people. 


But whether (he time has arrived for the establishment of a 


commission with power to fix prices of farm products may be 
questioned. Such things are clone in the old countries, but in 
spite of the fact that it has become involved in the war the 
United States is still the United States, and it is to be doubted 
lhat the people here are ready for Old World rules and regu- 
lations, even in lime of war. 


It is proper that the farmers of the country should be urged 


and encouraged lo do their best this year, when the demand 
for everything they can raise will be sharp/and prices will be 
correspondingly'high, but'with wages in Ihc industries what 
they are and steadily advancing it would hardly be just for the 
.government to step in and tell the farmers what they should 
receive for their products. 


13ul there is one thing the government should do if it is pos- 


sible, and that is to protect the people against robbery by food 


- speculators. There is no doubt that the operations of these 


men haVe had more to do \vilh (he high cost of living than the 


: prices paid to the farmers, albeit these have been very sub- 
; stantial during the past..year;. But if nmsl nol be forgoltei 


• that the expenses of fhe'farmers have increased the same as 


other people's, that farm labor is going lo cost more this yeai 


; than ever before and thaf,_all things considered, the farmers 


come as near (o earning all they get as any class of workers in 


1 (he country. 


With monopoly and speculation wiped out the farmers will 


feed Ihe people as/cheaply as'it can reasonably be done, and 
they ought not lo be asked or compelled to do more. In what- 
ever regulation the government'attempts it should be careful 
not to overreach itself.
